There is not 
an au tomobile or tru ck, or wag­ 
on in the cou ntry which was 
not damaged. Two possible sou rc­ 
es of su pply for the tru cks are 
u nder consideration, one a t Fort 
Au Prince, Haiti where the U. S. 
marines hav e tru cks and the 
other from Porto Rico where 
street cleaning tru cks are av ail­ 
able. 
One of the principal needs is 
good drinking water. Work is be­ 
ginning in re-establishing the 
power hou se, and in reconstru c­ 
tion of the water line. 
Fall of the Ozama riv er per­ 
mits ocean going v essels to sail 
past its bar and into the inlet it­ 
self. Hitherto relief ships were 
u nloaded in the harbor. The 
principal relief ship in the har­ 
bor is the steamship Catherine, 
from San Ju an.

From the Ok lahoma City Ok lahoman comes 
the interesting su ggestion that one’s reaction to 
jok es fairly accu rately rev eals the measu re of 
one’s intelligence. In su pport of this contention a 
rather impressiv e argu ment is bu ilt u p, based on 
the assu mption that at the bottom of almost 
ev ery jok e there is a species of cru elty —that the 
smile of amu sement is bu t the animal snarl of 
satisfaction in another’s misfortu ne.

The article ponits ou t that the child lau ghs 
when an adu lt falls; that the jok es that amu se 
u s most concern ignorance, misfortu ne or em­ 
barrassment; that Vassar girls, giv en a test in 
this field, lau ghed at jok es based on somebody ’s 
misfortu ne. 
The hu mor of comic drawings, mov ie su btitles 
and v au dev ille sk its is a broad and simple hu mor, 
designed to amu se children and child minds. It 
serv es its pu rpose, bu t it bores the bright. 
The jok e that amu ses the reader of headlines 
is lost on the one who reads editorial pages. 
The teacher of psy chology who gav e the jok e 
test to Vassar stu dents discov ered that the girls 
least amu sed were the brightest. 
This does not indicate that the sense of hu mor 
decreases as intelligence increases, bu t merely 
that common jok es, being designed to amu se the 
majority , lack the su btlety and the k een-edged 
wit necessary to win the appreciation of bright 
minds. 
To be appreciated, a jok e mu st contain some­ 
thing u nex pected. Bu t the q u ality of the jok e 
depends wholly on the listener, so that the same 
poor jest delights the simple becau se its point 
su rprised them, disgu sts the bright becau se its 
intent was obv iou s to them, and pu zzles the stu ­ 
pid becau se the meaning is obscu re. 
You r reaction to the jok e giv es the measu re 
of y ou r wit. If y ou are stu pid y ou fail to lau gh 


becau se y ou can’t see the point. If y ou are bright, 
y ou get the point and chu ck le. If y ou see the 
point and remain u namu sed y ou are too bright 
to enjoy a commonplace world. 


ON BEING PUNCTUAL 
, It was Oscar Wilde who described one of his 
characters as “alway s late on principle, his prin­ 
ciple being that pu nctu ality is the thief of time.” 
It is the ty pe of jest which many a literary 
person has lau nched against the disciples of 
Samu el Smiles, who held that if pu nctu ality was 
the politeness of k ings it was also “the necessity 
of men of bu siness.” Bu t if pu nctu ality be a 
base commercial v irtu e, what can the literary 
jesters mak e of a man who was so fond of being 
late that he ev en ordered his fu neral to be be­ 
hind the promised time—and who y et compiled a 
fortu ne as a London draper? 
The facts are giv en among the news of recent 
wills; the fortu ne is there specified, and at the 
end of the will was the instru ction “As I hav e 
alway s had the repu tation of being late for my 
appointments, my joy will still be to be late at 
my fu neral—and hope my friends will enjoy the 
jok e. Mak e me ten minu tes late.” 
This is a case where the bu siness world seems 
to hav e carried the war into the enemy ’s camp 
with rare determination — no merely literary 
person has ev er contriv ed a jest against pu nctu ­ 
ality of greater lev ity than this. To be pu nctili­ 
ou sly late for one’s own fu neral seems to be the 
last triu mph of procrastination; only a ghost 
which missed the ^¡himes of midnight and then 
dawdled on after cock crow cou ld improv e on 
this gestu re of contempt for time tables. 
Bu t the testator failed to achiev e this triu mph, 
for his will was not opened u ntil after the fu ner­ 
al, when the instru ction was discov ered, and his 
interment had tak en place on time.

Port au Prince, Haiti, Sept.;8— 


(A.P.)—Heavy rains lasting more 
than 24 hours have seriously 
swollen the Ozama river and 
made travel through the hurri- 
cane zone>in the,interior of San- 
to Domingo all but impossible to- 
day. 
The Ozama's flow has in- 


creased to 15 miles an hour ef- 
fectually preventing boats from 
entering its mouth. 


Airplanes today formed virtu- 


ally the only mode of travel to 
to the area where last week 
about 4,000 persons lost their 
lives and far more than that 
number received injuries. Relief 
work went forward today as 
energetically as possible under 
such circumstances. 


The population, pathetically 


watched the arrival of each 
plane 'at the Santo Domingo 
field, hailing each as angels of 
mercy alighting from the sky 
amid a scene of great misery. 


Aviation reconnaissance has 


shown that the hurricane after 
razing Santo Domingo city trav- 
eled northwest, destroying to its 
path to an area 25 to 40 miles 
wide for a distance of about fif- 
ty miles. 


When the hurricane hit the 


side of the mountains, rising al- 
most perpendicularly in its path, 
the storm actually skinned the 
south slope of the mountain 
range there and hurtled into the 
air, touching only the high 
points in. the succeeding ranges 
upon its course to the sea.

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YOUE SENSE OF HUMOR. 


From the Oklahoma City Oklahoman comes 


the interesting suggestion that one's reaction to 
jokes.fairly accurately reveals the measure of 
one's intelligence. In support of this contention a 
rather impressive argument is built up, based on 
the assumption that at the bottom of almost 
'every joke there is a species of cruelty—that the 
smile of amusement is but the animal snarl of 
.satisfaction in another's misfortune. 
! The article ponits out that the child laughs 
when an adult falls; that the jokes that amuse 
us most concern ignorance, misfortune or em- 
barrassment; that Vassar girls, given a test in 
this field, laughed at jokes based on somebody's 
misfortune. 


The humor of comic drawings, movie subtitles 


and vaudeville skits is a broad and staple humor, 
designed to amuse children and child minds. It 
serves its purpose, but it bores the bright. 


The joke that amuses the reader of headlines 


is lost on the one who reads editorial pages. 


The teacher of psychology who gave the joke 


test to Vassar students discovered that the girls 
least amused were the brightest. 


This does not indicate that the sense of humor 


decreases as intelligence increases, but merely 
that common jokes, being designed to amuse the 
majority, lack the subtlety and the keen-edged 
wit necessary to win the appreciation of bright 
minds. 


because you can't see the point. If you are bright, 
you get the point and chuckle, 'K:-you see the 
point and remain unamused you are too bright 
to enjoy a commonplace world. 


ON BEING PUNCTUAL 


. It was Oscar Wilde who described one of his 
characters as "always late on principle, his prin- 
ciple being that punctuality is the thief of time." 


It is the type of jest which many a literary 


person has launched against the disciples of 
Samuel Smiles, who held that if punctuality was 
the politeness of kings it was also "the necessity 
of men of business." But if punctuality be a 
base commercial virtue, what can the literary" 
jesters make of a man .who was so fond of being 
late that he even ordered his funeral to be be- 
hind the promised time—and who yet compiled a 
fortune as a London draper? 


The facts are given among the news of recent 


wills; the fortune is there specified, and at the 
end of the will was the instruction "As I have 
always had ttie reputation of being late for my 
appointments, my joy will still be to be late at 
my funeral—and hope my friends will enjoy the 
joke. Make me ten minutes late." 


This is a case where the business world seems 


to.have carried the war into the enemy's camp 
with rare determination — no merely literary 
person has ever contrived a jest against punctu- 
ality of greater levity than this. To be punctili- 


To be appreciated, a joke must contain some-,- ously late for one's own funeral seems to be the 


filing unexpected. But the quality of the joke 
depends wholly on the listener, so that the same 
poor jest delights the simple because its point 
surprised them, disgusts the bright because its 
intent was obvious to them, and puzzles the stu- 
pid because the meaning is obscure. 


Your reaction to the joke gives the measure 


of your wit. If you are stupid you fail to laugh 


last triumph of procrastination; only a ghost 
which missed the Climes of midnight and then 
dawdled on after cock crow could improve on 
this gesture of contempt for time tables. 


But the testator failed to achieve this triumph,
